The government is planning to give every competent man 


training for officers, or technical experts in medicine, engineer- 
ing, chemistry, eta, through enlistments in the Students Army 
'Training Corps. Wisconsin is to have a unit of the Corps. • The 
young men enlisting in this corps will be privates in the regular 


• army on full pay and wearing the uniform. 


There will be a series of special military courses prepara- 


tory to officers' training camps in every branch of the service 
including infantry, navy, artillery, engineers, quartermasters 
and ordnance. The plan was devised specially by the govern- 
ment to use colleges and universities as a means of turning out 
the largest possible number of officers and experts. 
Modern 


. methods of warfare require an exceptionally large proportion 


of technically trained men. 


All young men qualified as students in the university should 


make known their status to tfie draft boards when they register 
so that they may be properly classified to meet the government's 
desire which is to make the fullest use of every man competent 
to receive further training. 


Students are advised to keep in close touch with their local 


draft boards to find out the wishes of the government. There Is 
now a conference being held at Fort Sheridan to map out a pro- 
gram for the university war training service. 
Students desir- 


ing information should write to the university.

THE NEWSPAPER ORDER 


T 


HE war industries board recently promulgated an order that 
no newspapers are to be started during the war. 
This, in our opinion, is a move with which the American 


public should be greatly concerned. 


Privilege and wealth are immensely satisfied with the 


American press today. Capitalistic interests are gradually ac- 
quiring newspapers that have shown signs of independence in 
the past. And there has never been a time when newspapers 
voicing the common people have been needed as much as at pres- 
ent. 


The Nonpartisan Leader discussing the subject has the fol- 


lowing to say: 


The pulp and paper section of the war industries 


board has made a recent ruling with the alleged object 
of conserving print paper. The idea is that if news- 
papers use less print paper, less coal will have to be 
used by paper mills, and coa! is scarce and a war neces- 
sity. With the plan to save coal by cutting down news 
print every one will be in hearty sympathy. 
But— 


The war industries board ALLOWED THE NEWS- 


PAPERS THEMSELVES TO MAKE THE RULES. 
Naturally, therefore, these rules favor the nexy-spapers 
and cheat the public. Naturally, also, you will not see 
any protests in the newspapers about the rules, al- 
though the newspapers have kicked pretty strenuously 
in the past about other government war orders. 


First of all, the newspapers caused a rule to be 


made prohibiting tho starting of any new newspapers. 
This lays competition low in a field where competition 
is needed more than anywhere else. Existing news- 
papers are being gobbled up by Wai! street interests. 
The recent purchase of the New York Evening Post by a 
member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. is an instance. 
Eight now a great move for a free press is sweeping 
the country. 
The labor unions of Seattle, Wash., 


have just started a daily paper. The labor unions of 
Butte expect to start a daily paper within a few weeks. 
The organized farmers and their friends-of Grand 
Forks county, North Dakota, after a year's promotion 


• vwork, are about to start a new independent daily paper 
^to escape from the kept press. Elsewhere new papers 
are planned or actually started to compete with the cor- 
poration press, which is poisoning the avenues of in- 
formation in the United States. It is a quite a stroke 
if the existing newspapers will be able, war a war order, 
to put a stop to this movement to free the press. Paper 
could be conserved without giving existing newspapers 
a monopoly.

We have now some details as to 


the first five months of government 
operation of the railways; an^ while 
it is far too soon to pass any judg- 
ment, two facts stand out very 
strongly and are worthy of note. 


The first is that in these five 


months, on the face of the figures, 
tho roads carried slightly less ton- 
mileage than in 1917. This, in spite 
of the tremendous pressures of war 
and of tho known increase in many 
lines of production, is certainly very 
significant. . Extra traffic -has been 
carried in other ways, largely, as we 
know, by motor trucks. 


The second fact is.that the num- 


ber of available locomotives and cars 
remained-practically the same as in 
the first part of 1917. There was 
no increase. The roads were taken 
over for their supposed inefficiency. 
But the government, with 
all its 


money and power, has found it easi- 
er to acquire experience than to in- 
crease the efficiency of the railroad 
machine. 


After five months of 
unlimited 


credit and power there is no increase 
in cars or locomotives, or rail move- 
ment, or tonnage hauled. To move 
their increased traffic tho industries 
of the country have had to resort to 
the highly expensive carriage by mo- 
tor trucks over country roads. This 
may have been unavoidable, and the 
i 


railway administration, like the fuel 
bureau, may have done/ everything 
possible. It may prove its wonder- 
ful efficiency and high superiority in 
time. We merely point out there is 
no evidence yet that the government 


riage of this freight was 552,868,512

Ha was described as "The man with 
a black fedora hat, who ran out of 
the building, leaped into a black au- 
tomobile, ar.d was whirled away." 


Detectives who questioned Wilson 


said he admitted that he was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper by the I. W. 


. W., and that he spent the greater 
part of Wednesday in the federal 
building, whither he went, he said, 
to araiijre for the transfer of Hay- 
wood to the office of the 
federal 


prosecutor in order ihat llr.ywood 
might attend to some private busi- 
ness affairs.
